The King’s Speech -proroguing Varlia 
ment said that the signal success of the 
Prince of Wales's visit to Canada and 
Newfoundland had filled his heart with 
pride and satisfaction., His Majesty was 
confident that the Printe’s visit to America 
would have the happiest effeet on the rela- 
tions between the British Empire and that 
great Republic. Public opinion through 
out the world was deeply interested in 
Great Britain's manner of dealing with 
the labour and industrial problem. His 
Majesty was confident that the course was 
set fair towards renewal of prosperity. 


The King yesterday issued, a proclama. 
tion to the Indian people upon the Royal 
Assent being signified te the Government 
of India Bill. The proclamation stated 
that the Act entrusted the elected repre- 
sentatives of the people with a definite 
share in the government of India, and 
pointed the way to full responsible govern- 
ment hereafter; His Majesty directs the 
Viceroy to exercise the Royal clemency to 
political offenders in the fullest measure 
compatible with public safety. An amnesty 
is also extended to the offenders under 
emergency legislation. Simultaneously 
with the new Constitution the King has 
assented to the establishment of a Chamber 
of Princes. The proclamation icludes 
with the announcement of the KTng’s in- 
tention to send the Prince of Wales to 
India next winter to inaugurate the Cham- 
ber of Princes and the Constitution.

Yesterday Parliament was prorogued by 
the King. His Majesty s speech makes a 
comprehensive survey of the work which 
has been done at home-and abroad since 
the beginhing of the year. It shows a 
record of steady progress, despite the 
many trials through which the nation has 
passed, and proves that Britain is still im 
the forefront of the world’s democracies, 
striving and advancing towards a noble 
ideal.

Of that number a great 
many were taken to France, and, although 
they are now coming back fairly rapidly, 
there are still between i5,000 and 18,000 
in that country. Of the stock at home 
about six per cent. are either under, or 
awaiting repair, as compared with about 
two per cent. before the war. The shortage 
in itself is a serious matter, an@ its effects 
are accentuated by the tendency on the 
part of traders to detain wagons long over 
the free time allowed. To check this 
tendency on the part of traders the Minister 
of Transport has decided to make substan- 
tial alterations in the regulations. After 
January Ist the charge for ordinary wagons 
after the free period will be 3s. instead of 
ls. 6d. for each of the first two days, and 
5s. for every subsequent day. These 
measures, we believe, will have a salutary 
effect. Many traders seem to make no 
effort to clear their goods from the rail- 
ways with the necessary speed, and in 
consequence an avoidable state of con- 
gestion and confusion is created. Sir Jiri 
Geddes’s other decision coneerns the finan, 
cial aspect of the transport problem. ly 
official statement has yet been issued, 


that a new scale of rates will be int 

at an early date. Since the Government 
took control of the railways their profits 
have disappeared, and in their place we 
have a large deficit which must be met 
from the national purse. The deficit for 
the current year is © estimated at 
£45,000,000. Sir Eric Geddes, we are in- 
formed, does not intend to alter the pas- 
senger fares, which already have been ad- 
vanced by 50 per eent., but considerable in- 
creases in the charges for the conveyance of 
goods will come into operation. Hitherto 
this source of revenue has not been tapped. 
Goods rates have remained stationary 
since 1914. The Government was reluctant 
to adopt any measure that would react 
on the trade of the country and the 
cost of living until the need for it became 
imperative. Now that moment has arrived. 
The inconvenience caused by increased 
rates would be less than that produced 
by a continuance ol the deficit on the 
present scale. We have good reason to 
believe that in this matter Sir Eric Geddes 
has given sympathetic consideration to the 
special needs of Ireland, and that he has 
consented to grant important concessions. 
It is stated that there will be no increase 
ia the cost of transporting some articles 
that are essential to the development of 
agriculture, and that in others the charges 
will be substantially lower than those that 
obtain elsewhere. If this be true, farmers 
will be under a deep obligation to the 
Irish branch of the Ministry for the success 
with which it has advocated their claims.

‘cided to confer the commission of" the 
peace upon a number of women who have 
rendered distinguished public service. He 
has decided also to establish an Advisory 
Committee, by the recommendations of 
which he will be guided in making appoint: 
ments in the future, We welcome woman's 
right to sit on the magisterial bench. In 
the children’s courts, espetially, the know- 
ledge and experience of women who take 
an active part in social and philanthrdpic 
work should be of the greatest value and 
assistance. Women now have a yoice in 
the making of the laws and in their ad- 
ministration, and thus the sex disquali- 
fication controversy is disappearing rapidly 
from all departments of life. The next 
generation, perhaps, wiil wonder why it 
should have raged so long.

A SHOCKING VIOLATION OF 


GOD’S COMMAND. 

The Most Rev. Dr. Foley, Roman Catholic 
Bishop of Kildare and Leighlin, preaching in the 
Cathedral at Carlow, referred to the attack on 
Lord ‘French. He said:—As Bishop. of this 
Cathedral Church, I feel that I cannot let pass 
the opportunity that presents itself to me here 
to-day of giving expression to the horre with 
which every true Christian must rega.d the 
attempt which was made on Friday by desperate 
men to assassinate the head of the de facto 
Government. of the country; and of denouncing 
it as a shocking violation of the solemn com- 
mand of God, which forbids, under terrible 
penalties, any private individuals, except in self- 
defence or under the direction of competent 
authority, to imbrue his hands in the blood of 
his fellow-man.. In referring to such a.avipject 
in such a place and at such a time as this, I con- 
sider it unseemly to make any reference to the 
probable effects of such a crime on the political 
destinies of our wofortanate country. What I 
am concerned with in this sacred place, as a 
Catholic Bishop, is the vindication of God's law, 
which | have sworn to support by every means 
in my power. I feel quite sure that there is 
little reason to warn, you against the perpe- 
tration of crimes of so glaring a character. but 
in the inflamed state of the popular mind there 
may be grave danger of permitting to spring up 
in your hearts seutimenits which, i indulged in, 
oust partake of a murderoús character. You 
need not be told that mortal sin may be com- 
mitted in thought, desire of the will, as in word 
or deed: “‘ whosoever shail look on a woman to 
just after her,” says Obrist, “ hath already com- 
mitted adultery with ber in his Bean, You’ 
must, therefore, be on your guard against, per- 
mitting yourselves to deliberately imdulge in 
sentiments of approval of murder, no matter 
who may. be.the. victum, or who.the doer of te 
dastardly déed; aad, in the present iustance,. 
you must not suffer yourselves to be deluded into 
thinking that you may deliberately indulge in 
feelings of regret that the recent crime did not 
attain ite deadly purpose. No oan can escape 
responsibility for such things, unless his reason 
is blinded by passion or by invineible ignorance— 
that is, ignorance of whieh he cannot rid hin- 
self. Beware, then, of thoughts of your minds, 
and the feelings of your hearts, and beware shill 
more of the use of loose language, which may be 
a source of the romotest, scandal to those who
